Sierra Madre this week was on the verge of collecting a $1100 
windfall for the extension of after-school recreation here. 

The money will be paid into the city-school district recreation 
fund as soon as a formal application is processed by county 
officials. 

This will represent Sierra Madre's share of $400,000 appropri¬ 
ated this fiscal year by the 
Board of Supervisors principally 
for keeping school grounds open 
after regular school hours. 

Only two other school dis¬ 
tricts so far hove qualified for 
participation in the program. 

’They are Los Angeles, which 
got about $125,000, and Pasa¬ 
dena High School district, 
which was allowed $30,000. 

The money Is apportioned, 
once a school district’s partici¬ 
pation in the recreation pro¬ 
gram is approved, on the basis 
of one-quarter of the district’s 
recreation fund. This money is 
paid to the school district to be 
used for extension of recrea¬ 
tional facilities. It is not a sub¬ 
sidy, County Manager Wayne R. 

Allen pointed out. 

Sierra Madre will receive 
the fund on the basis of a 
$4000 recreation budget this 
yeor. Of this, the city pays

In figuring county 
money, $400 which the school 
board this week approved for 
surface-treating of the school 
playground also will be in¬ 
cluded. 

With this $4400 allocated for 
recreation, the county will con¬ 
tribute $1100 in quarterly pay¬ 
ments. This will bring the city’s 
recreation fund to $5500—and 
thus extend the number of 
hours of directed recreation by 
25 per cent. 

’The county money woe as¬ 
sured after three members of 
the recreation commission 
conferred with Allen at his 
Hall of Records office in Los 
Angeles lost week. 

Applying for the money on 
behalf of the school district 
were A1 Morgan, president of 
the recreation commission; 
Councilman William Kinney, 
who represents the City Council 
on the recreation commission, 
and Howell White Jr., school 
board member and the district’s 
representative on the commis¬ 
sion. . 

In a letter to White, Allen 
said: 

"According to the policy of 
the Board of Supervisors as 
established this year with the 
purpose in mind of recreation 
by providing the opening of 
school grounds ond for the 
maintenance of directed play 
after school ond on Eoster, 
Christmas and summer voca¬ 
tions, 25 per cent would be 
appropriated where the facts 
show that 25 per cent oddi- 
Uonal hours are provided." 

An outline of how recreation 
will be extended must be pre¬ 
sented to the Board and Allen’s 
office before a formal contract 
is approved. 

This is the first year thot 
county money has been op- 
propriated by the supervisors 
for such a purpose.

City’s Vote 
Registration 
Drops 11 Pet 


Voter registrations in Siena 
Madre were reduced 11 per cent 
this week as registrar of voters 
Benjamin S. Hite completed his 
bi-annual “purge” of non-vot¬ 
ers. 

The city’s total registration 
of 4172 for the November Presi¬ 
dential election was reduced to 
3712, a loss of 460 registered 
voters. 

These persons were taken off 
the qualified voters’ list be¬ 
cause each failed to vote in 
either the June Primary or the 
November general election last 
year. They will have to re-regis¬ 
ter in order to vote in any fu¬ 
ture election. 

The Republican registration 
in the city dropped from 2081 
to 1889, a loss of 192. Democrat¬ 
ic Party lost 233, the roll going 
from 1842 to 1609. The Prohibi¬ 
tion Party dropped from 9 to 
8, the Independent Progressive 
from 21 to 19 and the decline- 
to-state category from 216 to 
184. The miscellaneous people 
remained at 3. 

The average reduction in reg¬ 
istered voters throughout the 
county was 14.54 per cent. ’The 
county’s record registration for 
last year was 2,122,858. It is 
now 1,814,093, a loss of 308,765. 

The cancellation of these per¬ 
sons who did not vote in elec¬ 
tions last year is required by 
law.

On the heels of the record 
snow storm and one of Cali¬ 
fornia’s severest freezes came 
last week’s raging wind storm. 

It was said by some to be the 
strongest wind since 1919. 

It struck Mt. Wilson at 80 
miles an hour and the valley 
area at 60 miles an hour. 

Seven trees in Sierra Madre 
were felled by the gale and 
many branches, limbs and 
bushes came down. A large tree 
in the street at Highland and 
Hermosa blocked traffic for 
several hours while city crews 
worked to clear the roadway. 

City Engineer Howard Brod 
estimates that it will take cit>' 
workers two to three weeks to 
get the streets and the city en¬ 
tirely cleared, at a cost of from 
$1500 to $2000. Many trees 
weakened and cracked by the 
snow and the previous wind 
were easy marks for the gale.

Changes are not welcome 
strangers in any community 
when they are for the worse. 

Sierra Madre has had changes 
during the past few years aris¬ 
ing out of congestion and 
crowding that needs A-1 prior¬ 
ity attention by its citizens. 

The hardest hit of any area 
of the city is the Canyon area. 

Parking, juvenile delinquency, 
barking dogs and general mal¬ 
content are all results of in¬ 
adequate attention. Much too 
long has the problem of park¬ 
ing and playground facilities for 
canyon children been pushed 
off the calendar of work by the 
citizens. Only last year, city 
council meetings brought out 
the possibility of closing the 
canyon plunge because of park¬ 
ing and fire hazards. 

Actually, finances was a sec¬ 
ondary issue and by popular 
demand, the plunge was open 
for the summer season without 
any further regard for the prob¬ 
lems which originally brought 
the question before the council. 

Citizens of the canyon area 
are not happy about the situa¬ 
tion one bit and would like to 
see the matter iooked into by 
experts and would like to have 
something done about it. 

There have been many sugges¬ 
tions as to how better parking 
could be made available. At the 
present time there are unim¬ 
proved lots in the canyon area 
which could be bought up by 
the city and used as a series 
of parking lots throughout the 
canyon. Another suggestion has 
been made that the wasted 
space over the flood control 
creek just below the canyon 
plunge could be permanently 
covered with steel, concrete or 
wooden construction to provide 
parking for canyon residents. 

These are only suggestions—we 
should have many more and 
should have a committee to 
study these suggestions and 
bring the most practical before 
the city council for ACTION.

this yecor at a cost of S500. 

Next year the proposed out¬ 
lay is $4300. The same amount 
will be spent during 1950-51. In 
1951-52 the modernization costs 
will be $2900, and in 1952-53, to 
complete the five-year program, 
$3300. 

Indirect lighting of 17 class¬ 
rooms will cost a total of $1700. 
Five classrooms will be done 
during each of the next, three 
years and two the fourth year 
at a cost of $100 each. 

On the same scneaule, begin¬ 
ning in 1949-50, 19 classrooms 
will be soundproofed at the 
rate of five a year. Cost will be 
$350 per classroom. During the 
last year of the program the 
upper corridor will be sound¬ 
proofed for $1500. Total sound¬ 
proofing cost: $8150. 

The green chalkboards will 
cost a total of $950 at the rote 
of $50 a classroom. They will 
be done at the rote of five a 
year, beginning next year. 

The total cost of the inter¬ 
room communication system 
will be $2000. It will allow the 
use in the classroom of phono¬ 
graph recordings as well as 
A. M. and F. M. radio broad¬ 
casts of special events and edu¬ 
cational programs designed for 
classroom Instruction. 

Next year $1000 will be spent 
for this project. The other $1000 
will be spent the following year. 

At the same time. School Su¬ 
perintendent Charles Skutt an¬ 
nounced that the enrollment

555. Last year it was 534. In 
1945 it was 446. The average 
yearly increase has been 36 
pupils, and the total Increase 
since 1945 has been 109 pupils, 
he said.

The annual report sent into 
the Nat’l Board of Underwriter-s 
by the Sierra Madre Fire 
Department is not one to be 
ashamed of. Forty-three calls 
were answered throughout the 
year and had it not been for 
the many runs due to malicious 
burning, the record would have 
been much better. Of these for¬ 
ty-three calls only two were 
resident fires. Others included 
garages, storage rooms and a 
house trailer. More calls came 
in to extinguish palm tree fires 
than from any other. Several 
autos were among the articles 
to “take fire,’’ and of the six 
auto fires only two were badly 
damaged. 

The>'3 were no false alarms, 
but two calls were made by 
residents who saw smoke that 
proved to be from incinerators. 

The entire damage to property 
has been estimated to bo ap¬ 
proximately $5000.00. This is a Grandview, 
lot of money and the amount 
may be more than estimated, 
and yet when everything is con¬ 
sidered the fire loss is very low 
for a city of this size and with 
the surroundings. 

As has been mentioned time 
after time in this column, this 
is not all luck. It is somewhat 
the result of our fire conscious 
people and the good work of 
the fire department. Our only 
guarantee that such records 
will continue is that we keep 
plugging away at FIRE PRE¬ 
VENTION and keep the fire de¬ 
partment in good condition with 
the men interested.

It is the aim of the men of the 
department to keep the cost ol 
operation at the lowest point 
possible with safety and assur- 
rance. As has been explained, 
the fire fighters are all busy 
men about town. Either they 
are in a shop of their own or 
are employed by someone else. 

It is necessary for them to leave 
their place of business when 
the fire alarm sounds. As far 
as is known, it is a great pleas¬ 
ure to do it. The men enjoy 
the benefits of a very fraternal 
and sociable club, all because 
they make it so. We ask the

New Secretary and Aide

A Citizens Committee, representing individual and citY-wide 
organization interests, was to meet last night to discuss the plight 
of Sierra Madre's civilian welfare which was disinherited by the 
City Council last September in making up its 1948-49 budget. 

Headed by J. Baxter Jouvenat, committee members include: Mrs. 
Nathan Jacobs, Mark Dailey, Miss Clara Sykes, Francis Eakman, 
Mrs. Harold Pangborn, Francis Danielson, Milton Goldberg, W. F. 
Maloney and W. W. Mecca. 

The ten were appointed Monday night by R. C. Lewis who pre¬ 
sented the welfare problem before 40 church and civic group 
representatives at the annual Red Cross meeting in the Woman’s 
Clubhouse. 

The Red Cross assumed administration of civilian welfare in 
1933, Mr. Lewis outlined, at the request of the Council which 
could not handle depression emergencies. Monies expended, how¬ 
ever, always hove been Red Cross funds, used in this manner by 
special permission of the national Red Cross. 

City contribution has been restricted to port payment of the 
salary of the Red Cross welfare worker who has administered both 
city relief and Red Cross welfare work. 

Through the past year $460 for Visiting Nurse service and $390 
for emergency welfare was paid out by the Red Cross. But last 
September, Mr. Lewis pointed out, the Council omitted the $85 
salary payment from the city’s budget. 

The Red Cross, he said, could carry on the welfare work, but 
not indefinitely, since addition to its budget for civilian work is 
against national policy. 

Although the Council twice has been approached for a reversal 
of its decision to cast off welfare responsibility, no definite yes 
or no has been given to the Red Cross, Mr. Lewis said. 

A possible alternative to city backing, Mr. Lewis said, is the 
inclusion of civilian welfare in the Community Fund which here¬ 
tofore has been limited to raising annual monies for youth activ¬ 
ities. 

With this proposal, he turned the meeting over to open dis¬ 
cussion which revolved, rather warmly, about the City Council’s 
rejection of a 16 year precedent, and ended in formation of the 
Citizens Committee. 

Represented at the meeting were: V.F.W., Lions Club, Chamber 
of Commerce, Boy Scouts, Girl Scouts, Campfire Girls, Civic Club, 
Woman’s Club, P.-T.A., Jewish Community Center St. Rita’s Ca¬ 
tholic Church, Presbyterian Church, Bethany Church and Church 
of the Ascension.

Plus Second Big Hit 


The answer to Southern Cali¬ 
fornia’s water problem has been 
learned in the past two weeks 
by 36,000 visitors at the Colo¬ 
rado River Association exhibit 
currently on display at the Los 
Angeles Public Library. 

The exhibit is a huge relief 
map showing 50,000 square 
miles of Southern California 
territory, and is considered to 
be the most accurate miniature 
of a large area ever constructed. 
Weighing approximately ten 
tons, the map is made up of 
more than 250,000 separate 
pieces of fibre board. Its prin¬ 
cipal feature is the Metropoli¬ 
tan Aqueduct through which 28 
Southern California cities with 
a combined population of 3,425,- 
000 get Colorado River water. 

The exhibit is sponsored joint¬ 
ly by the Los Angeles Depart¬ 
ment of Water and Power and 
the Colorado River Assn., a 
citizens’ committee that has 
been formed to defend the 
rights of Southern California 
citizens to their legal share of 
Colorado River water.
